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Five trustees resign library board 


Five members of _ the 
Wilmington Board of Library 
Trustees submitted their 
resignations to Town Manager 
Sterling Morris on Monday, 
climaxing several months of 
stormy relations within the 
board, The move came after a 
meeting on Wednesday night 
which was little more than a one- 
hour argument. 

The resignations leave one 
person on the board, Vice 
Chairman Shirley Callan. 
Chairman John McNaughton and 
members Bruce Conant, Evelyn 
Norton, Esther Russell and 
Frederick Ryan all resigned. 

The trustees on February 18 
had voted to censure Mrs. Callan, 
and had asked the town manager 
to remove her from office. The 
town manager has not taken any 
action, either to remove her or to 
reappoint her. Her term expires 
on March 31 

Following the Feb. 18 vote, Mrs. 
Callan and two other persons 
complained to the district at- 
torney’s office that the board had 
deliberated on her censure out- 
side of the meeting, violating the 
state open meeting law. Assistant 
District Attorney Carol Ball 
wrote a letter to McNaughton, 
cautioning the trustees in regard 
to that Jaw. 

In the trustees meeting Wed- 
nesday night, McNaughton said 
he had asked Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, who, McNaughton said, 
told him they had not violated the 
law. 

McNaughton said Altman had 
told him, “Jack, you can either 
answer that or not,” 

“He suggested that I reply,’ 
said McNaughton 

Mrs. Callan said that her 
husband had asked Altman if he 
and McNaughton had discussed 
the matter, and that Altman had 
told him (Callan) no, 

McNaughton read the letter 
from Ball aloud, and read the 


Hurley's 


How should Wilmington plan 
for its future? What specific 
tasks should the Planning Board 
and other town boards and of- 
ficials undertake to best prepare 
the town for future growth? 

The Wilmington Planning 
Board last Wednesday night 
reviewed a document prepared 
by its planning consultant, Kevin 
Hurley. Titled “Overview of 
Growth; Development and 
Change,” the booklet examines 
Wilmington as it is now, and 
presents an action play of 18 
programs Hurley recommends 
for the town. 

Hurley's project included a look 
at Wilmington’s previous studies 
and the regulations now in effect; 
land use, town services, growth 
trends, problems and issues, and 
the action plan 

One project which Hurley 
stressed in his action plan was 
topographical mapping within the 
community, 

“You can’t begin to protect 
your water resources until you do 
topo mapping,” he said. 

Another project to which 
Hurley assigned top priority was 
community planning around the 
development of Route 129 

Other projects listed by Hurley 


were: new zoning bylaws, 
amending ‘subdivision 
regulations, wetlands and 


groundwater delineation and 
analysis, wetlands mapping, 


letter he had written in reply. He 
said that the other members of 
the board had concurred with his 
answer. . 

“That's another violation!" 
said Mrs, Callan, hotly, “You 
reached a decision to reply to the 
assistant district attorney outside 
of an open session." She said that 
a statement published by the 
trustees on January 18 was also a 
violation of the open meeting law, 
because the trustees had con- 
curred outside of an open 
meeting. 

Mrs. Callan also said that 
Chapter Three of the town bylaws 
provides for the recording of 
minutes, She read the portion of 
the bylaw. She said that the 
trustees had violated that 
provision in deleting the minutes 
of an executive session from their 
minutes. “It is your motion. . .”” 
said Mrs, Norton. “I don't give a 
damn what you read.” 

The deleting of minutes of the 
executive session came at the 
December 10 meeting of the 
trustees. The executive session 
had been on the motion of Mrs. 
Callan at an earlier meeting. 
After an employee's name was 
brought up repeatedly in the 
executive session, it became 
apparent that the situation was a 
violation of the open meeting law. 

In deleting the minutes of the 
executive session McNaughton 
has said on Dec. 10 that as far as 
the trustees were concerned, the 
executive session had never taken 
place. 

‘The trustees did complete ‘one 
piece of business Wednesday, a 
change in the fines for overdue 
material. Effective on April 15, 
overdue material will incur a $2 
charge after seven days, at which 
time a notice will be sent. Ten 
days later, the charge will in- 
crease to '$5. The borrowing 
period remains at three weeks, 
and material can be renewed, 
unless there is a reserve notice 


for the material. 

The vote to charge for the 
material was five to one, with 
Mrs. Callan opposed. 

In explaining the  im- 
plementation of fines, Library 
Director Philip Meriam sgid that 
the rise in postage rates had 
brought about his decision to ask 
for the fines at this time. He said 
that prior to the April 15 adoption 
of the fines, a one week period 
would be observed. The one week 
period in which no fines would be 
collected would coincide with 
National Library Week 

Under new business, Mrs. 
Callan asked why she had been 
unable to get a copy of the agenda 
for the meeting. She said that she 
had asked the clerk three times 
for a copy, and had not received 
one. 

McNaughton said that no 
agenda had been prepared, and 
that it was not customary to 
prepare one. He said that Mrs. 
Callan should know that. Mrs. 
Callan said that she had wanted 
an agenda, to know if she would 
be the subject of any discussion. 
She said that she would have liked 
to have known of her censure 
before arriving at the Feb. 18 
meeting. 

Mrs, Evelyn Norton made a 
motion to continue the same 
procedure on the agenda as had 
been done for the past 20 years. 

“After 20 years of being 
traditional, we're being official,” 
McNaughton said. 

Mrs. Norton’s motion was 
voted, With MPs. Callan opposed 

Barbara Cogan a spectator, 
said that she would like to have 
someone find if it were legal to 
delete material from the minutes 
of a meeting. She said that 
minutes were to record ac 
curately what happened, and that 
correction of minutes was not 
intended to squelch opinions 

Mrs. Callan brought up a 
discussion of the clerk’s pay. The 


clerk had been paid $101.25 for 
February, she said. “$101.25 of 
your money went into censuring 
me!” she said. 

McNaughton said that the 
figure was the pay from July 1 to 
the present date. Mrs. Callan 
disagreed, asking why the library 
director had transferred $230 
from the part time help account to 
the clerk's account. 

McNaughton said that no such 
transfer had occurred. Mrs. 
Callan disputed him, and a hot 
exchange ensued. 

“You caused such a problem 


that it took 11 hours to censure 
you,"’ McNaughton said angrily. 
Vance Snyder asked the 
trustees what had been deleted 
from the minutes in the meeting 
of December 12. Trustee Bruce 
Conant told him to look in the 
newspaper, because the deleted 
material had been printed there. 
Chairman McNaughton said 
that the statements were deleted 
because they were harassment. 
They were statements involving 
Lea Director Philip Meriam, 
he sai 
“We're not obliged to answer 


questions,” said Mrs. Evelyn 
Norton. “It is a public meeting, 
not a public free-for-all.” 

Snyder asked the trustees about 
jobs to be eliminated under 
Proposition 2%. He said that it 
seemed kind of funny that 
someone getting a $1700 a year 
pay raise, He was referring to 
Meriam's salary 

Mrs. Norton said that the 
trustees had no control over that. 

“I don't think it’s fair for one 
person to get a $1700 raise, and 
other people to get tossed out into 
the street,” Snyder said

On the reuse of municipal 
property, Hurley said that 
Wilmington’s wooden schools do 
not lend themselves to any kind of 
conversion. He said that to bring 
them up to standards would be 
prohibitively expensive. 

Hurley acknowledged the cost 
factor of the proposed projects. 
He said that some were ex- 
pensive, but that there were 


others, such as guidelines for the 
Conservation Commission, that 
gue be undertaken at little or no 


Raprgraphige mapping, he 
said, would begin with aerial 
photography of the town, much of 
which was already done by the 
state. He said that a mapping of 
the entire town would cost about 
$125,000, but that the town could 
pick up on work done by the state, 
and complete the job for as little 
as $28,000. 

Hurley displayed topographical 
maps, zoning maps and wetlands 
maps which he had prepared for 
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REALTY WORLD. 
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Bedford. One map shdwed which 
parts of the town had been fully 
developed, and which parts 
remained open. By overlaying 
the development map with a 
groundwater resource map, it 
was possible to see where critical 
groundwater areas faced threats 
from development. 

Hurley stressed the importance 
of coordinating the scale of any 
mapping projects, to facilitate 
overlays and reduce expenses. 

Hurley mentioned the spinoff 
effects of regulations that were 
poorly planned. He said that 
requiring a developer to build a 
street too wide presented the town 
with water runoff problems, and 
with maintenance problems. He 
said that there were subdivisions 
in town with street paving 55 feet 
wide. 


Town Manager Sterling Morris 
praised Hurley for a very good 
job. “Maybe if we sell off all 
these town buildings, we can get 
enough money for a 
topographical survey," he said. 

Planning Board Louis Maglio 
said that the “sleeper” in the 
report was Route 129. “If we miss 
the boat on that, we won't have an 
opportunity to plan it,” he said, 

Rep. James Miceli said that he 
had been checking the status of 
route 129 on a weekly basis. He 
said that the final environmental 
impact statement was ready for 
release by the Federal govern- 
ment, pending one item. He said 
that an earlier statement by the 
selectmen was viewed with some 
skepticism by the Feds. 

“T'm not saying rescind it,” he 
said. “Give them something 
more positive.”

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Wilmington appraisers begin in two weeks 


The appraisers who will be 
conducting the reappraisal of 
real estate in Wilmington will be 
“in the field” in two weeks, and 
will finish their job by fall. 

So said Bernie Magane, of the 
Wilmington firm of McGee and 
Magane. That firm is under 
contract to set value on all the 
homes and business establish- 
ments in Wilmington. It will 
finish its survey some time in the 
fal 

Magane was the speaker at a 
Tuesday breakfast meeting of the 
Wilmington Chamber, attended 
by about 48 members.’ President 
Ed Nash presided, and Magane 
was introduced by Anthony Kr- 
zeminski, principal assessor of 
Wilmington. The breakfast was 
at Woodside’s Restaurant. 

Each of the appraisers will 
carry an identification card. 
taxpayers were warned by 
Magane not to allow anyone to 
enter their property who, did not

The present re-appriasal, while 
based on the recent vote of 
Proposition 2%, can be traced 
back, he said, to the decisions of 
many years ago which have been 
implemented in some towns and 
cities, but not in all, and not in 
Boston. Now, asa result of the 2% 
vote, the towns and cities are 
anxious to have the real estete in 
their areas revalued. But again 
there is question about the Boston 
procedure.

In order to give cities and towns 
across the Commonwealth an 
idea of what to expect in local aid 
the State Department of Revenue 
has released a preliminary 
cherry sheet. The figures, said 
the state, could all change when 
the legislature approves a fiscal 
1982 budget. 

The way things look right now 


at least prepared for the com- 
puters, any appraisal that is 
being made at this time can be 
updated within two years, and not 
at great expense. 

A fire year reappraisal, too, can 
be done at a reasonable tost, if 
the laws have not been changed in 
the meantime. 

In California and some other 
states that have been completely 
computerized there are not many 
problems today In 
Massachusetts at present there is 
not much that can be done in 
some places, because they are not 
being computerized. 

Every taxpayer in Wilmington 
will receive, he said, a due notice 
of the value decided upon, for the 
property that the taxpayer owns. 
There will be opportunities to 
discuss the decisions. There will 
be, after a while, public hearings 
in which any person can par- 
ticipate. 

The firm of Magee & Magane 
will appraise every piece of

Tewksbury could get an ad- 
ditional $524,820 in state aid for 
fiscal 1982.

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property at a one hundred percent 
valuation. After that it is up to the 
assessors and selectmen, in 
Wilmington, to classify property 
The town has to go through the 
formality, Magane said, ac- 
cording to law 

The state will come out to 
Wilmington and to all other 
communities, for the purpose of 
classifying properties, (relative 
to commercial, industrial, 
residential, etc.) and if the 
assessors and selectmem agree, 
the properties can be classified. 

Another factor in valuation, he 
said, for residential properties, is 
based on what is called ‘base 
rates." This will take into ac- 
count the basic differences bet- 
ween, say, capes, and ranches, or 
other types of homes, as’ is 
determined locally in a record of 
purchase and sales. The dif 
ferences will be noted locally 
sometimes street by street, on 2 
scale of one to nine. 

All this will go through the Avco 
computer, and it will give the 
assessors of Wilmington an 
analogy of what is really hap- 
pening in Wilmington in real 
estate values. 

The appraisals of the homes of 
Wilmington will depend basically 
on the market price and the cost 
of replacement 

The appraisals of commerce 
and industry, on the other hand 
will have a third factor, in ad- 
dition to the market prices and 
cost of replacement. That factor 
is the income of the property, 
dollar-wise. 

Questions and answers 

Magane answered a number of 
questions. Some of his answers 
were: Boston valuation prac- 
tices: Boston has its own prac- 
tices, which sometimes defy 
understanding 

Eighteen years ago a court 
decision said that all properties 
should be on an equal basis 
Boston never did anything about 
it. Wilmington was one of four 
communities in Massachusetts 
which fully obeyed the law. The 
results was that Wilmington, 
which went to one hundred per- 
cent valuation, became, in the 
eyes of some state officials, a 
“sich” town. Wilmington as a

valuations: It used to be that 
selectmen, town managers and 
finance committee members of 
the town would ask us to keep 
valuations down, because of the 
Cherry State (state, ed.) financial 
aspects. Now, with Proposition 
2%, the town managers, select- 
men and finance committee 
members are asking us to raise 
the valuations all that we can. 

The state, however, will not 
certify valuations that are 
inordinately raised, They will 
certify only if the valuation is 
near one hundred percent 
Nothing that they consider to be 
under 90 percent or over 110 
percent, in valuation. 

Will ‘the town publish a 
valuation book? (answered by 
Mr. Krzeminski). After the town 
of Wilmington had its revaluation 
in 1966 the town published 3000 
books, showing valuations all 
over town. It was thought that 
everyone would want one. 

But the town sold only 300 
books, at $1 each. Those went 
mostly to the real estate firms. 

This year, with the Proposition 
2% as itis, I think the books may 
sell better. 

Inflation factor and new 
properties: Magane and Kr- 
zeminski both discussed this 
point. The audience was told that 
there is a 13 percent inflation

factor, in the guidelines issued by 
the state. They did not feel that 
such a factor was adequate, for 
Wilmington, because of the new 
industrial buildings that have 
been recently enacted. 

The new industrial buildings 
will help to lower the tax rate, but 
will not contribute to the town’s 
income, because of the 2% 
proposition. Krzeminski said that 
on January 1, 1980, the town’s 
valuation was $157 million. That, 
said Magane, should mean that 
the town should have more 
money, but it will not. It will 
result in lower taxes, yes. The 
trouble is that there is now a tax 
cap. He guess that Wilmington 
probably has a valuation, this 
year of $357 million, 

Representative Miceli com- 
mented that Tewksbury is also 
being unfairly treated, by the 2% 
Proposition, and Senator Buell 
stood up to relate that, in Lynn- 
field, the people saw what was 
happening, and “everyone was 
anxious to get their tax values up, 
this year.”” 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
stood up too, to comment. He did 
not agree with the law, he said, 
which requires the selectmen to 
be a part of the appraisal func- 
tions. He was opposed to political 
figures being asked to formulate 
tax appraisals.

lawsuit in 
the United States Court can be 
costly to a number of Wilmington 
residents. There are seven counts 
in that suit. Although not every 
count arose as a result of the 
action of the special town meeting 
of December 8, if that meeting 
had not occured there probhbly 
would be no law suit. 

Selecemen, as members of the 
board, and as individuals, are 
being sued. Members of the 
Housing Authority, as a com- 
mittee, are being sued, but are 
not named individually. Ten 
private citizens are also being 
sued, some of them members of 
the Concerned Citizens of 
Wilmington. 

In any action such as this the 
attorney for the aggrieved party, 
the “plaintiff” always includes as 
many counts as possible in his list 
of allegations. This means that he 
may have a greater chance of 
winning, for the jury has more 
opportunity to “find” for the 
plaintiff. 

In a case like this, the jury 
could find the defendants in- 
nocent in six of the seven counts, 
and still convict on the seventh. 
The defendants then would 
probably have to pay damages. 
Those damages could be sub- 
stantial, even if only one seventh 
of the suit was proven. 

The first two counts allege 
discrimination. The first count 
says the selectmen and housing 
authority denied decent housing 
to low income families. The 
second count says there was an 
attempt to discriminate on the 
basis of race or national origin. 

Such a charge, in a United 
States court, can be serious. 
There is no way to predict what 
can happen. Those counts could 
be costly to the defendants. 
From the defendant's viewpoint 
the most vulnerable are those 
who participated as part of the 
group which was known as the 
Concerned Citizens of 
Wilmington. Their personal 
property and their homes are at 
stake. They will have to defend 
themselves. They will have to 
hire their own attorney. 

But the selectmen and the 
housing authority are not scott 
free. They too can end up on the 
wrong end of a jury decision, The 


housing authority is possibly.in.a.«¢ 


better position, on this point. 

It must be remembered that the 
civil rights charges involves both 
the United States code, and the so- 
called Snob Zoning Law, in 
Massachusetts. 

‘The Snob Zoning Law ghen it 
was passed was supposed to be 
aimed at such influential com- 
munities as Dover, where the 
minimum housing lot was two 
acres in area, As it worked out it 
was the communities which had 


more transportation and op- 
portunities for employment, 
among other things, which were 
most affected, Wilmington finds 
itself in this position. 

Some believed that, because of 
the conditions around Silver Lake 
there was low income housing in 
Wilmington. Factually they may 
have been right, but not ac- 
cording to the manner in which it 
was spelled out in the Snob Zoning 
Law. 

Some believe that the select- 
men and housing authority have 
never engaged in acts of 
discrimination. They are 
probably right. Unfortunately the 
way the anti-discrimination laws 
are written good intentions are 
sometimes not strong enough, 

In one sense the selectmen are 
fortunate. 

Last year the voters of 
Wilmington opted for an “Errors 
and Omissions’ type of insurance 
policy, That insurance policy 
protects Wilmington town of- 
ficials collectively, up to the sum 
of $1 million. It means an in- 
surance company will hire a 
lawyer to defend the selectmen, 
for at least some parts of the 
lawsuit, 

Such an insurance policy, 
however, cannot defend the 
selectmen against acts which are 
contrary to the law, and against 
acts which are deemed to be 
“intentional.” 

That insurance policy, too, will 
probably not defend the housing 
authority for it is a state board, by 
definition. The defense funds for 
the authority may possibly be 
furnished by the state, or again, 
possibly by the federal govern- 
ment, through Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). 

If the members of that 
authority cannot get such funds 
they will have to provide their 
own defense. 

The selectmen, too, are for- 
tunate in having the town counsel 
for their defense attorney, unless 
something extraordinary hap- 
pens. That man is one of the 
finest in the profession. A few 
years ago he was the president of 
the Massachusetts Association of 
Town Counsels, which is a 
measure of the respect in which 
his collegues hold him, He is, too, 
one of the lowest paid town 
chusetts, it may 

q 


‘ed. 

The members of the ‘housing 
authority can take no hope from 
the fact that the town counsel will 
probably defend the selectmen. 
He is not supposed to defend state 
boards, nor private individuals. 

In that sense the housing 
authority members, even though 
they are not named individually 
in the suit, find themselves 
standing alone.

(Other ways to get out would be if you 
married a foreigner; had relatives in 
another country; or were on business.

(Ateach church that we chanced by in 
our visit, there was always an obvious 
“government presence." He was, in the 
popular jargon, a “bouncer.” Generally 
the bouncer would stand at the back of 
the church, near the entrance, and make 
sure that anyone not quite sure that he 
should be going to a church or 
synagogue, was given an appropriate 
stare that said he shouldn't. Invariably, 
especially with some of the older people, 
this method of discouragement worked.) 

Soviet Jews usually come to this 
country by way of Israel, 1 was in 
formed. The USSR goverment allows the 
Jews to go to their spiritual homeland, 
and thus wipes their hands clean of what 
they look upon as a distasteful group of 
people.

The coupie never got a reply from the 
young man’s family, even after several 
other attempts at communication. The 
courtship was broken off. At about the 
same time, Borenstein got laid off from 
work.

Don't be surprised

Q I recently had my car repaired. I had 
no idea that the bill would come to $325. 
Isn't there some law requiring them to tell 
me exactly what it would cost to repair my 
car? 

A. Yes, Massachusetts laws have tried to 
protect constimers against the 5 o'clock 
surprise when consumers pick up their 
car at repair shops. The law that protects 
consumers is the Massachusetts General 
Law, Chapter 93A, Motor Vehicle 
Kegulations. 

It was not clear if the repair shop knew 
what was wrong with the car when you 
brought it in. Not all car problems are easy 
to diagnose, therefore written estimates 
are difficult to obtain, If at all possible get 
a written estimate of the necessa 
repairs, The estimate should be a detailed 
description of parts and labor and any 
other charges. By law the final bill must be 
within ten dollars of the written estimate 
unless you authorized the increase by 
telephone or in person. Be sure to leave a 
telephoned number of where you can be 
reached 
The following infor 
the authorization form 
phone authorization; name of employee 
taking the authorization; specifically what 
is authorized; and the phone number the 
repair shop called for authorization. 

Some shops may ask you to sign a 
waiver to waive the need to get approval 
before doing further repairs. The waiver 
must be printed clearly and conspiciously 
The waiver must be signed separately 
from the repair order. In other words, you 
may have to sign a second time to waive 
your authorization for further reoairs. You

If the mechanic does not know what is 
wrong with your car and cannot give you a 
written estimate, ask how much it will cost 
to find out what is wrong with your car 
Most places charge per hour to diagnose a 
problem. If they still cannot find the 
problem give him a time limit. If your 
repair will cost $150 or more, try to get 
another estimate. You are not obligated to 
get the repair done in the same shop who 
diagnosed the problem. Do not leave the 
and say repair whatever is needed 
Never sign a blank repair slip and always 
read before you sign anything. Ask when 
your car will be ready. By law the car 
must be ready the same day unless you 
agree to wait longer. 

If additional repairs are necessary 
when the repair shop calls ask what 
repairs are needed, the cost of parts and

began filing for immigration, odd things 
began happening. 

‘The father lost his job. One of the sons 
was set up in a subway accident to make 
it look as though he had pushed an 
elderly woman. Six policeman “hap- 
pened” to be standing nearby. He was 
put in jail for his part in the frameup 
The parents’ request for immigration 
was denied. 

‘The family was being squeezed out of 
existence. They were able to sustain 
themselves only because the father and 
mother were able to get odd-jobs 
Nothing lasted very long, however. 

Despite all their problems, the 
Russians opened their hearts and homes 
to Borenstein. She was treated to a 
Ukrainian feast on the occasion of the 
New Year, and she marvelled at how 
much it must have cost them to put on 
such a lavish table. There was dancing, 
music, and all-around goodwill. For 
music they dug up some popular 
American records which sell at exor 
bitant prices and go like hot-cakes in the 
Soviet Union 

She stayed overnight, watching Soviet 
President Leonid Breshnev's state of the 
union speech on television, and noting 
the sneers and catcalls that greeted most 
of what he was saying. Her New Year's 
party was marvelous, and it would have 
been so even if there were no feast or 
festivity «she had the family’s blessing

“On Golden Pond” 
slighty damp

Have you ever watched a play that has 
gotten a rave review and wondered 
whether you were watching the same 
production that you read about? 

‘That's the way I felt watching “On 
Golden Pond,” which received a glowing 
review in this newspaper last week by 
Rick Peart, 

Now I don’t mean to say ““On Golden 
Pond,” which is appearing at the Wilbur 
‘Theatre, stinks - it does have a certain 
charm to it 

But to call it. “the best play to hit 
Boston this year," as Pearl did, is elther 
a gross exaggeration or a sad com- 
mentary on the state of theater in 
Boston. 


To dispense with the obvious im: 
mediately, yes, James Whitmore is 
fabulous as the 80-year-old, death 
obsessed Norman Thayer Jr. 

But neither the quality of the script nor 
the acting ability of his leading lady 
come anywhere close to matching his 
awesome talent. 

Sada Thompson plays Norman's wife, 
Ethel, who is 10 years younger. Actually, 
she is more of a line-reader than an 
actress in “On Golden Pond,” and you 
find yourself growing increasingly an- 
noyed as the play wears on. 


On TV's “Family,” where Thompson 
is a star, she can get away with talking 
softly. On the live stage, of course, she 
can't. So she raises her voice to a level at 
which it can be heard, and loses any 
ability she may have had in the first 
place to emote 

She's fine in the parts of the play that 
aren't demanding. And it’s true that 
most of her part isn't demanding at all 
But in certain spots, her part calls for a 
deep reservoir of feeling to be called up, 
and she just can't do it. Her inflection 
barely changes. 

Her ability falls so short of the mark on 
the very last line of the play that it would 
be almost laughable if it weren't for the 
poignancy that Whitmore has lent to the 
moment 

Other than Thompson, the rest of the 
cast is good. Rebecca Taylor, as the 
‘Thayers’ daughter, Chelsea (Chelsea) 
is fine. Ben Slack as Charlie the Mailman 
is suitably demented. Lou Bedford, as 
Chelsea's fiance-husband, Bill Ray, 
overacts - but that somehow suits his 
part. And Eric Brown, as Bill’s son Billy, 
gets off to a slow start but ultimately 
rights himself 

But the biggest problem with “On 
Golden Pond" - other than Thompson 
isn’t the acting. It's the script. Ernest 
‘Thompson fudges this play so much that 
you ultimately don’t really know what it 
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is. Is it a serious play about real people? 
Or is it acomedy” 

‘There's a lot of funny lines in “On 
Golden Pond,” and Whitmore, in par 
ticular, makes the most of them. But the 
‘one-liners pile on top of one another so 
rapidly that the seriousness underlining 
the jokes is somewhat obscured 

Norman {s an old man obsessed with 
death whose wife, Ethel, tries to comfort 
him and rekindle his interest in life, He 
has been alienated for years from his 
daughter, Chelsea. But he is redeemed 
when he and Ethel take care of Chelsea's 
fiance's son, Billy, for a month in their 
summer home in Maine. 

Does that sound like one continuous 
laff riot? It doesn’t to me. Yet that's 
exactly the way “On Golden Pond” too 
frequently comes off 

One of the most crucial moments in the 
play is when Chelsea finally confronts 
her father and tries to make amends. But 
it doesn't work - she has been on stage for 
all of 10 or 15 minutes prior to this, so you 
have no feeling for the bitterness bet 
ween the two. As a result, it comes 
across as phony. 

In watching ““On Golden Pond,” I felt 
like a bit of a Scrooge as I toted up its 
shortcomings against the glowing praise 
Thad read elsewhere. But when it ended, 
1 found | really wasn’t alone - the 
audience was virtually listless. No 
prolonged applause, no standing ovation 

just a desire to leave the theater and 
head out into the reality of the Boston 
streets.

100th CONTACT center opened 


CONTACT—Boston opened its phone 
lines to become the 100th CONTACT center 
in the United States and the first in New 
England at 7:00 p.m. on March 22, 1981 
From that moment, CONTACT-Boston 
offered free and confidential telephone 
counseling 24 hours a day, 365 days a year 
CONTACT’s multi-purpose befriending 
counseling. crisis intervention and 
referral services will be extended to the 
entire Metropolitan Boston community. In 
its first year, CONTACT expects to handle 
between 30,000 and 40,000 calls (based on 
figures from CONTACT centers in cities of 
comparable size). Those calls will range 
all the way from emergency pleas for help 
to a friendly chat with a lonely person, 
from questions about the meaning of life to 
a simple request for a free bite to eat 
CONTACT's primary service is to listen 
when people need to talk. Although phone 
workers do not promise to be professional 
problem solvers, they do promise to be 
available around the clock to help people 
sort out their feelings and explore various 
practical alternatives. When appropriate, 
CONTACT will put people in touch with 
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professional care through its com 
prehensive referral files of therapists, 
medical clinics, social service agencies 
and clergy 

CONTACT is more than a traditional 24- 
hour “hotline”. It is a Christian-based 
ministry. Founded in 1963 by Methodist 
evangelist, Dr. Alan Walker of Sydney 
Australia, - the LIFE LINE-CONTACT 
movement has spread as an ecumgnical 
outreach across four continents. AltHbugh 
the model and accreditation for this 
ministry are provided through the national 
agency, the major impetus for each center 
must emerge through local interest. And 
although CONTACT in Christian in its 
thrust, its purpose is not to proselvtize or 


preach to callers, Rather, phone workers 
seek to simply and subtly communicate 
God'seanconditional love, patience and 
forgiveness by providing a sensitive 
listening ear 


CONTACT-Boston was initiated largely 
through the efforts of two Boston residents 


_ who formerly worked with CONTACT in 


other cities. Through their research, they 
discovered what they felt was a great need 


for such a ministry in the Moston area 


With the guidance of CONTACT 
‘Teleministries, USA and the help of local 
clergy, they began in January, 1980

Garden Center, Woburn, continues, "The 
show comes at a good time of the year 
and is almost a tradition with us.”

to Woburn in the 1930's? The late af. 
ternoon sunlight etched the thinning: 
white hair and eyebrows for a moment as 
Alexander Heimlich patiently answered 
the question: “We have had to change 
with the times and grow indoor plants." 
For many years, until 1975, the 
Heimlichs forced 50-60 percent of 
exhibitors’ plant material for the Boston 
show, but the high cost of fuel and 
greenhouse space precludes. this today. 
During the last seven years, the 
Heimlichs have “changed with the 
times” by diversifying The new cor- 
porate divisions are: retail and 
wholesale sales; landscape, interior and 
exterior; and two garden centers in 
Woburn and Derry, N.H. Ray Heimlich's 
large frame is as imposing as some of the 
specimen trees he spots into his land- 
scape jobs. He has grown with the job 
and attributes much of the firm's success 
to the fact “over the years we have had a 
man (supervisor) on the job."" Heimlich's 
Nursery & Garden Center is known 
throughout New England and their 
reputation for excellence places them in 
the enviable position of being able to 
select the landscaping jobs they want. 
Alexander I. Heimlich, Jr. (Sandy), 
another son, is the greenhouse man of the 
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family. His dad says of his tal, thin son: 
“Sandy is the propagator, buyer for 
wholesale and retail sales and goes to 
Florida to buy (tropical) plant 
material." Everybody at the show (1981) 
is impressed with his selection of plant 
material (for Heimlich's exhibits) 
Speaking of this year’s flower show 
what do Ray and Alexnader Heimlich 
think of it? Choosing his words carefully, 
the elder Heimlich blinked several times 
and answered, “It had plenty of color,’ 
while Raymond said in his husky voice, 
‘The theme of the show was ‘Back In 
Your Own Backyard’ yet we had the front 
yard (of the passive solar hoyse) to land 
seape - this limited us very much. 
Nevertheless, the Heimlichs came up 
with a pleasing blend of color, texture in 
plant material and walked off with the 
Massachusetts Horticultural Society's 


Creative Design Certificate” for their 
effort. Meanwhile, their tropical garden 
exhibit garnered a State Award from the 
Massachusetts Department of Food & 
Agriculture. Each exhibit was awarded a 
gold medal 

Perhaps Alex Heimlich is his own 
judge and most effective critic. After 48 
Boston shows, he has learned to blend 
color, texture and form so that a 180,000 
square foot exhibition hall comes alive 
and awakens the soul and introduces it to 
spring. How does he keep coming up with 
new ideas and designs? “There is no end 
of ideas, there are 100,000 ideas - formal, 
naturalistic and semi-naturalistic. When 
the show ends, we start thinking about 
the next one.” Folks who associate 
Alexander Heimlich with Mechanics Hall 
and his equisite and impressive water- 
{alls and pools will undoubtedly share his 
fond memory of the Himalya Mountains 
exhibit at that old, creaky wooden 
building with the magnificent view from 
the balcony. Ray estimates 15,000 gallons 
of water went through the waterfall 
every hour. Last year's show had a 
all with a 16-foot drop which used 
about 7,000 gallons of water per hour. 

Over the years the Heimlichs have 
Tubbed elbows and worked with and for 

‘of the top people from all walks of 

life - the late James Underwood Crocket, 
personal friend of Alex Heimlich, Carl 
de Suze, Carl Yastrzemski, “you name 
them." Like awards, names don’t really 
impress the Heimlichs. They look them 
over carefully and put them in per. 
spective. 

At 72 Alexander Heimlich admits to 
“slowing down in recent years" and 
gradually giving more responsibility to 
his sons. Ray is quick to give credit to the 
firm's employees for their “competent 
and dedicated help” In the final analysis, 
this is a family business which has 
thrived because no one person became 
more important than another. They are 
really “Making it in Massachusetts,” ina 
profession which sees far more red ink 
than black

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Are you obsessed with cleaning?

become very confused about their 


. behavior and wonder whether their actions 


Recently a client came to seek 
assistance because his behavior was 
causing serious problems in his household 
He was a compulsive cleaner. During the 
wee hours of the mornjng he could be found 
cleaning the toilets with brush in hand. He 
mopped the floors and washed the sinks 
repeatedly. Usually in the evening, if 
friends dared to venture into his castle, he 
would continue his cleaning exercises 
regardless of their presence. 

His wife suffered greatly. “Who wants to 
hear a washing marchine keep time with 
some quiet, relaxing music during a 
special evening dinner by candlelight?” 
his wive continually demanded of him 
What guests would feel invited as they 
were greeted at the door with a vacuum 
cleaner and have to make their way 
through an obstacle course to the living 
room: trash bags, laundry baskets, ex 
tension cords, dust mops and other 
cleaning instruments. “My wife and kids 
are going beserk!” he cried. “Everyone 
thinks I'm a model husband and a 
woman’s dream, In reality I'm a night 
mare and one without any close friends 

He came with a common question. “Do 
you think I have a ‘dirt phobia"? Or, am 
obsessed with cleaning?” Many people 


are obsessive and even compulsive or 
indicative of a phobia. To lake matters 
worse, there is even disagreement and 
differences of opinion in the world of 
therapy 

‘Those who are obsessive do not fear an 
actual object or situation. They cannot 
point to a definite cause for their fears. 
Instead, they fear the consequences. Using 
our “cleaner” as an example, he feared 
what might happen or how he would be 
seen by others if he did not have a clean 
home.. Therefore, he unconsciously 
organized a schedule of daily rituals to 
insure his fears would not be realized in 
reality 

What kind of individual has an obsessive 
personality? While generalities can be 
misleading, we have seen patterns emerge 
over the years which become indicators or 
sign posts. An obsessive tends to seek 
perfection, may be stubborn and become 
upset over uncertainty. He is usually very 
organized and orderly. He presents an 
excellent image of being on top of things 
and in control of his work, his home and 
himself 

We all have our pet rituals. Adults and 
children perform rituals which have 
subjectively brought ‘good luck” We see 
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job

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certain mannerisms in professional sports 
or in situations where people have to 
‘psyche’ themselves into doing their best 
We watch a group of children on a daily 
trek to school doing the same ‘rituals’ each 
morning: throwing rocks at trees, 
avoiding cracks on sidewalks, rubbing 
sticks against fences. However, an ob- 
sessive person feels compelled to perform 
his rituals in order to erase his deep. inner 
anxiety. His compulsive rituals consume 
great amounts of time and must be con 
stantly repeated. 

Washing is the most common ritual. 
There are many reasons why people get 
aught up in this particular ritual, While 
we are taught from childhood that 
cleanliness is next to godliness’ and have 
been instructed in good hygiene, the ob- 
sessive carries the process to an extreme. 
Most seem to fear the spread of germs 
However, one must sometimes delve very 
deeply to uncover the real motivation or 
intent. We must recall that even Pontius 
Pilate used handwashing in a ceremony to 
symbolize that he was no longer respon 
sible and could not be blamed for the 
consequences — he would not be guilty of 
any sin. Frequently, cleaning and hand: 
washing can be related to the inner turmoil 
and guilt which produces extreme anxiety 

There are countless examples of those 
obsessed with cleaning and those who 
completely devastate the family household 
by constantly performing rituals which 
drive everyone else crazy. A good amount 
of patience, support and understanding is 
required of those who innocently stand by 
watching and waiting 

In therapy a client can deal with the 
emotional response to his obsession. A 
strong force at work in obsessive per: 
sonalities is the deep depression, Both 
therapist and family must work together 
to interject new activities and alternative

Environmental Affairs Secretary John 
W. Bewick today called on all 
Massachusetts residents to begin water 
conservation efforts now in order to avoid 
wat8rshortages this summer. 

“The past month's rains have eased the 
state's water shortage,” said Bewick 
“But forty-two communities acrass the 
state are still reporting water shortages, 
and rainfall is still eight inches below 
normal over the past fourteen. months. 
Unless we begin. to save water now, we 
could face mare serious and widespread 
shortages this summer. 

Bewick has established a Drought 
Resources Information Program (DRIP) 
to channel water conservation tips to local 
residents, Over the next few months the 
program will highlight how individuals 
can save water and, in the process, help to 
ease the impact of a drought this summer. 

‘This week's DRIP tips are on water 
conservation in the bathroom, where 
seventy-five percent of the water in homes 
isused 

Avoid using the toilet as a wastebasket 
for cigarette butts and tissue paper, as this 
will save the five to seven gallons needed 
for each flush 

Using a displacement device in the tank, 


‘such as a plastic bottle filled with stones, - 


will reduce the amount of water required 
by one totwo gallons per use. (The popular 
notion of using a brick for displacement is 
unwise, as it can disintegrate and.cause 
damage to the system.) 

Reducing shower time from ten minutes 
down to five will save as much as fifty 
gallons of water with each use 

Bathing with a quarter-full tub rather 
than a full one can save twenty gallons 
with each use 

Flow-reduction showerheads can be 
easily installed and will reduce the total 
shower flow from about eleven gallons per 
minute to as low as three gallons per 
minute. 

Filling the sink while shaving rather 
than running a continuous stream of water 
can save as much as twenty gallons with 
each use

how to save water in the kitchen and 
laundry

Another trait is indecision. An obsessive 
personality doubts what he has done and 
‘cannot make concrete decisions. To leave 
for a vacation with his family is an ordeal 
because he will return to check and 
recheck the house — are lights off? — Is it 
all locked up correctly? — Did I leave the 
gason? 

To confront obsessive demands a very 
exacting therapeutic process. They have 
very strong wills, very brilliant minds and 
are insecure. Ordinarily they possess 
exceptional talént and ability. A problem 


in the therapy is that the spouse does not 
like the partner spending so much time 
performing ‘needless rituals and 
therefore joins the ritual process in order 
to reduce the time spent as well as com- 
municate understanding and acceptance. 
In therapy not only do we find obsessives 
not wanting to get to the bottom of the 
problem, but we also have difficulty 
getting the family’s cooperation in relating 
to the gradual withdrawal of the ritual 
process 

As psychotherapists our concern is to 
make the anxiety conscious and to work 
for the cessation of performing these 


rituals. While the road is difficult and the 
steps are somewhat slow, if the therapist 
and client form a deep trusting bond and 
afe committed to achieve the goal. of 
freedom, success in dealing with the ob- 
session lurks around the corner. Sooner or 
later obsessives usually seek professional 
help — the rituals become too much. In 
therapy the ritual process is slowly cur- 
tained and the client spins off into his new 
world of free space and time. Now the 
crucial process begins....success or failure 
hinges upon what the client does with his 
new lease on life — make it or break it he 
must test his own wings:
